M/K: The CIA letter to which answer is made herewith proposed a change 

In the text of a draft appendix forwarded to CIA under Serial NOO 96 , on 
11 January 1961 . The proposal by CIA Is Interpreted aa a refusal to 
accept DIfiHSA. control of SUNT reporting. It has given rise to mis- 
givings regarding the vis doe of sanctioning aa SLUT processing and 
analysis effort In the Washington area not collocated with COSA- 5 . 

PROD-05 (Hr. Zaslow) has recommended that the Director reply that 
there is no requirement for a separate ELUTT center In the Washington 
area. PROD-03 (Dr. Wray), COSA (Mr. Conley), and PROD-04 (Mr. Kirby) 
agree that this should basically be the NdA position. When the functions 
of the Rational Technical Processing Center (KTFC) were assumed by USA, 
however, the KLINT processing and analytic personnel of CIA were not 
incorporated in COSA-5. Eventually this situation should and may be 
changed. In the meantime, the provisions of the draft appendix to the 
KLINT Operating Instruction for the Central Intelligence Agenoy make 
possible the accomplishment of KLINT tasks in the national interest. 
Instant letter will provide an opportunity to explain the Director's 
intention to exercise control over those JBLIST activities for which he 
is responsible under K 8 CID -6 and to press for collocation of such 
activities in the Washington area. 

Instant letter is concurred in by COSA (Mr. Conley), and PROD-Oh 
(Mr. Kirby). PBOD-05 (Mr. Zaslov) does not concur, reiterating his 
recommendation as stated above. PROD-03 (Dr. Wray), who is not avail- 
able for coordination, has indicated agreement with the views of FR0D-05 
in principle.
